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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first Office action on the merits of Application No. 10/726,499 
filed on December 4, 2003. Claims 1-5 are currently pending. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because in Figure 3 the lead line associated with 
the reference character "31 A" is misdirected. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
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of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: In each of lines 3 
and 4 Sheet" should read - - seat - Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The terms "high" and "low" in claim 3 are relative terms which render the claim 
indefinite. The strength of the seat body and the coefficient of friction of the sliding 
member are not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for 
ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
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reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. It is suggested that the claim be 
amended to point out that the strength of the seat body is greater than that of the sliding 
portion and that the sliding portion has a coefficient of friction lower than that of the seat 
body. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kobayashi et al. '617 which discloses a spring seat 14 including a seat body 19 made of 
metal that supports an end of a spring 13, and a sliding portion 23 made of synthetic 
resin. 

Claims 1-3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pierce '640 which discloses a spring seat 30 including a seat body I that supports an 
end of a spring 28, and a sliding portion II made of a different material than the seat 
body. The portions 62 of the body define the cover portions. The sliding portion I is 
mounted on an outer side of the cover portions. 
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Prior Art Citation 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The examiner further cites Chasseguet et al. '226, Kagiyama et 
al. '642, Despres et al. '442 and Uehara '243 which show torsional vibration devices 
having spring seats; and Thompson '031, Fukutome et al. '376 and Tsuiki et al. '283 
which show spring assemblies including spring seats.
